WHAT  SIZE  TO  PLANT:  For  increase  rather  than  blooms,  plant  small  bulbs  and  bulblets.  If 
not  familiar  with  growing  bulblets,  though,  watch  your  step.  Bulblets  from  most  varieties  will  ger¬ 
minate  well  if  properly  handled,  but  many  are  hard  to  handle  and  a  few  will  scarcely  grow  at  all. 

Medium  bulbs  will  produce  very  good  blooms,  but  for  the  best  flowers  plant  large  bulbs.  Small 
bulbs  will  nearly  all  bloom  but  spikes  will  be  short  and  flowers  small.
